( Editor's \ntc Printed below ft an artit lr 
wbmttted by mrmhrn of the Scott Stn i 
Barracks puhlii relations committee It seems 
that both the men of the barracks and the 
Kernel autre that the barracks should he re- 
placed. VVV deny that tmr ttorics were dis- 
torted, however, and maintain tltat the only 
contention wa» a difference in otitlook ) 

The men in* the Barracks have no objection 
that the Barracks an- to he rrmnvrd. Thev 
ate unsightly, unsafe ami are Incited nn the 
wlgr of a slum area. 

Hut we bitterly resent the distortmns con- 
cerning conditions in the Barracks which 
have been printed in the Kernel twice in the 
past eight mnnths. 

First, the Kernel writes that the Barracks 
are located on the edi{e of one of Lexington's 
worst slum areas in order to gixe weight to

The Barracks residents didnt piik the 
Barracks' location, but they haven t let the
